Three Quarter Million 
Dollars to Spend On 
Lighting of Bouleard 


Sanitary 
district 
of 
Chicago 
trustees have launched a program 
involving intensive development of 
McCormick road and the beautifi­ 
cation of the District’s north shore 
channel right of way. 
The first step has been taken by 
awarding a general contract calling 
for an expenditure of $727,000 to 
the U. S. A. company for installa­ 
tion of an ornamental lighting ays 
tern for McCormick road and work 
on this project will star immediate­ 
ly.“McCormick road, already recog­ 
nized as an outstanding achieve­ 
ment in regard to meeting the di­ 
versified needs of modern traffic is 
now to lie one of the best lighted 
highways in the country,” declared 
President T. J. C ro w e ll the Sani­ 
tary District. 
“'rho contract provides for the in­ 
stallation of 600 lamps of 
1,000 
candle power each, to be rd aced at 
regular intervals throughout the 
length of McCormick road from 
Devon avenue to Railroad avenue 
in Evanston, on sixteen feet high 
posts. 
This equipment will flood 
the boulevard with daylight bril­ 
liance and together with other im­ 
provements specified in 
the 
con­
